HOW TO USE PERIODICALS 


The literary, scientific or technical periodical: has come to,stay — 
more, it has won such an honoured place amongst the tools of research 
that it has attained the right to be treated sui eneris, and not as a poor 
relation of the book. 


It is probable that periodicals have been the delight of scholars and 
the bane of housewives ever since they were first invented. The scholar 
appreciates a medium of publication that enables him to keep in touch 
with work in progress in his own and allied fields which is still in the 
formative, living stage; the housewife, on the other hand, gets fed up 
with what to her are just «magazines» of many sizes, too limp to be ar- 
ranged tidily on book-shelves, and with covers that get torn and dirty. 


The librarian, information officer or research-worker may be forgiven 
if he sometimes shares the prejudice of the housewife, for these paper pu- 
blications, easily torn and mislaid, and having separate indexes — dog-eared 
sheets that are in perpetual danger of being swept away as rubbish — 
can indeeed, if they are allowed to, become a nuisance. 


Mr. David Grenfell, who is Chief Cataloguer at the National Film 
Library and a past information officer at Aslib, has had a lot to do with 
periodicals and knows how to handle them. He has experienced the problem 
they can present in both libraries and information departments, and from 
this experience has compiled an instructive manual, Periodicals and Serials 
their treatment in Special Libraries. 
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Ali concerned with these vital sourees of information will find this 
handbook useful, whether they are experienced custodians or beginners.

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LIBRARY SCIENCE IN PERU 


From the «Memoria que el Director de la Biblioteca Nacional presenta 
al Sr. Ministro de Educacion Publica» for the year 1952 (Lima, Peru, 1953, 
40 p.) we take the following information. 


In 1952 the National Library received 5.869 books and other publica- 
tions,, 31.844 manuscripts and 3.056 other pieces (maps, photographs, music 
etc.). Foreign publications mostly came from the United States, Argentine, 
France and hili. The Library receives 842 periodicals (305 of Lima, 123 
of Peru in general and 414 foreign periodicals). At the Library’s Department 
of official publications many publications of international organizations are 
received. The Department is depository library for the publications of the 
International Civil Aviation Organization (ICAO). 


The Section on Classification translated class 340 of the Deway Clas- 
sification in August 1952. The Section moreover studied UDC 0, 1 and 2. 
For the medical collection the Library uses Cunningham’s «Classification 
for medical literature». For the classification of oriental studies DC 895 
was adopted. 
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The Section on Cataloguing is preparing a hispanoamerican version 
of the A.L.A., B.A.V. and LC rules, 


Publications of the National Library: «Boletin de la Biblioteca Na- 
cional», «Fenix», «Annario Bibliografico Peruano», «Memoria» of the Direc- 
tor of the Library. 


The function of the Escuela Nacional de Bibliotecarios (National 
School for Librarians) is to train personnel for the National Library and 
other Peruvian libraries. The training course of two years includes : ca- 
taloguing, Peruvian bibliography, organization and administration in libra- 
ries, history and technics of the book, bibliographical technics, literature. 
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TERCERAS JORNADAS BIBLIOTECARIAS ARGENTINAS. 


The third meeting of Argentine librarians was held from 11 to 19 
September 1952. The final resolution communicates the establishment of 
a permanent committee: President J.F. Fino, Vice-Presidents Emma Her- 
mandez and German Garcia, Secretary Maria C.M. de Pérez Baratcabal, 
Deputy secretary Emilio R. Ruiz, Treasurer Opilio Borlenghi and Press se- 
cretary Oscar Pogliani, 


The Presidents, Vice-Presidents and Secretaries of the Committees 
shallbe members of the permanent committee, which shall hold office at 
the Centro de Estudios Bibliotecologicos (corresponding member of the 
FID) at Buenos Aires, Corrientes 1723. 


Study committees are 1. Professional training (President J.F. Fino), 
2. Professiozal status (Alcira Zavalla de Beney), 3. Technical methods (Li- 
no O. Benitez), 4 Library extension (German Garcia), 5. Juvenile libraries 
‘(Raquel S. de Viniogra) and 6. Interlibrary loan (Maurique Macia). 


The permanent committee will organize the fourth congress (Jorna- 
das), coordinate the work of the committees and distribute the transactions 
of the congresses. 


From the reports of the committees we quote : 

Comm. 1. The report of Arthur E. Gropp «La biblioteca y la educacion vo- 
eacional» shall be distributed as it is a valuable contribution to the 
library literature in the Spanish language. 

Comm. 2. The possibilities to acquire the professional status will be studied. 

Comm. 3. The best known classification systems will be translated. As a 
result of the discussion of a A. Hoffmann’s paper, in which a revi- 
sion of UDC 624 is proposed, it is decided that all proposals for re- 
vision of the UDC shall be sent either direct to the FID or through 
FID’s corresponding member in Argentine, the Centro de Estudios 
Bibliotecologicos, in order not to endanger the uniformity of the UDC. 
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LA CONFERENCE INTERNATIONALE SUR LE ROLE ET LA PLACE DE 
LA MUSIQUE DANS L’EDUCATION DE LA JEUNESSE ET DES ADULTES 


Cette conférence s’est tenue 4 Bruxelles du 29 juin au 9 juillet 1953, 
trente huit pays et dix-neuf organisations interrationales non-gouvernemen- 
tales étaient représentés. 


La F.I.D. avait délégué Mr G. LORPHEVRE, vice-président, pour par- 
ticiper aux travaux de la section chargée de l’étude des questions de docu- 
mentation musicale. 


Au cours de ses séances, la commission, présidée par le Dr. Egon 
Krauss, de l’Association allemande des professeurs de musique, entendit 
des communications de V. Federov, sur les «Grandes bibliothéques publi- 
ques musicales», du Dr, Ott sur le «Rdéle des biblicthéques populaires dans 
l’4ducation musicales», du Dr. F.N. Pauli sur les «Discothéaues musicales». 
de Mr. Roger Dévigne sur les «Phonothéques et leur réle dans la culture 
musicale mondiale». 


A l’Assemblée générale de cl6ture un grand nombre de voeux ont été 
adoptés a l’unanimité, signalons en quelques uns qui intéressent la docu- 
mentation : 


1. Il est demandé a |’Unesco et aux organisations internationales, de facili- 
ter la production et la diffusion de l'information ;: de la documentation 
et du matériel nécessaires 4 )’amélioration et au développements de |’en- 
seignement musical. 


2. L’Unesco est invitée a élargir ses initiatives en publiant des catalogues 
sélectifs de collections de partitions disponibles, des partitions d’or- 
chestre et de choeur et des oeuvres enregistrées aptes 4 étre jouées par 
des orchestres au sein de la communauté, par des choeurs et des grou- 
pes semblables non professionnels. : 


3. Il est souhaité qu’une enquéte soit entreprise sur les méthodes permet 
tant de grouper et d’utiliser les collections de matériel musical, com- 
prenant les manuscrits, les oeuvres éditées et les enregistrements phono. 
graphiques par le truchement des bibliothéques publiques. des musées 
et des centres de documentation similaires. 
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Pour faciliter les échanges internationaux entre bibliothécaires, les 
délégués de la Fédération des bibliothécaires de Yougoslavie, réunis en Con- 
grés 4 Maribor, en Slovénie,ont proposé la publication en plusieurs langues. 
d'une bibliographie générale yougoslave (Unesco Features. n. 102) 
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
